Local school officials have 
adopted the family size and 
income criteria for deter- 
mining eligibility. Children 
from families whose income 
is at or below the levels are 
eligible for free milk, free 
lunch and reduced price lun- 
ch. 

In addition, families that 
do not meet these criteria 
but have expenses such as 
unusua lly high medical ex- 
Iieiises^helteFcpstsnn - ex r 
cess of 30 per cent of income, 
special education expenses 
due to the mental or physical

urged to apply. 

In certain cases foster 
children are also eligible for 
these benefits. If a family 
has foster children living 
with'them, the family should 
contact the school. If. a 
family - member becomes 
unemployed or if family size 
changes, the family should 
contact the school to file a 
new application. Such 
changes may make the 
children of the family 
eligible for reduced price 
meals, or for additional 
benefits such as free meals 
and milk if the family in- 
come falls at or below the 
family income level.

You can 
consider the right to sell the property as title. A trust exists 
when one person holds the title and someone else holds' the 
beneficial rights. To set up a trust, you go to your lawyer and 
Tmvifhlm*drawTip-a-trustagreementT-Then-you.pick.a-trustee_ 
and you and the trustee sign the trust agreement naming the s 
beneficial owners. The trustee must follow the rules you put . 
in the trust agreement. Now you can safely give the trustee 
title to property. 

Trusts that you set up while you are alive are called living 
trusts. They can be -revocable or irrevocable. Revocable 
living trusts are used to arrange management of assets and 
bypass probate, among other things. Irrevocable living 
trusts can be used to shift tax burdens, and are basically a 
matter of giving property away permanently, or for a period 
of time. They are primarily used in estate planning, often 
with dramatic results. 

You can also set up a trust as part of your will. This is 
called a testamentary trust. Testa mentary tru sts are used 
primarily in estate planning and where a couple has minor 
children. This is an area that is too often overlooked. Many 
couples feel that because they have everything in joint tenan- 
cy, they don't need a will. But what about a simultaneous 
death, as in a car accident?

A will does more 
than allocate your property. In a will, you can name who you 
want to take care of your children. You can set up a 
testamentary trust to see that your children get full benefit of 
their inheritance. Without a will, the. courts .don't have to 
name anyone in particular as guardian. They don't even have 
to give the children to a surviving parent.
